Harry Gold first cane to the attention of this Bnrean on May 29, 
1947, when Bureau Agents conducted an interview of Ibraham Brothman in 
Hew York City. BrothsLan had been implicated in Soviet espionage by 
Elisabeth T* Bentley In November, 1945, and intensively Investigated 
thereafter. Brotiuaan adaltted acquaintanceship with Jacob Golos and 
Bentley, saying he knew the latter as Helen, « and eot^lrmed Bentley's vL^ 





alXegAtlons that he had turned over to Oolos and later to her certain j 
bluepilntal Brotiman continued that Bentley last visited his office 
acoetims in 1940 after which an individual naaed Hariy Gold came to bis ^ 
office, introduced himself as a representative of Oolos and thereafter 
periodically picked vp bltieprlnts from Brothman. ' 'Riese blueprints 
allegedly pertained to deal^a for industrial chemical machinery* 

Brothman then declared to interviewing agents as of the date of the 
interview (Uay 29, 1947) Gold was en^iloyed by him as a dtiemlst in his 
laboratory in Queens, Bew fork City* . ; 

On interview by Bureau Agents on May 29, 1947, Gold stated he 
was bent December 12, 1910, in Switzerland; that he ccoe to the 
Ihilted States In 1914 with his parents, Sam Gold and Celia Gold, both 
of whom ware bom in Russia. Gold stated his parents entered the Dnlted 
States under the name of Qolodnltsky but changed their name at the time ' 
of naturaliaation. 

Gold stated be was employed intemittently by the Pennsylvania 
Sugar Company, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, trm 1929 until February, 1946, 
irtian he assumed emplo^nt with Abraham Brothman in the concern known as 
A. Brothman Associates, 85-03 57tti Avenue, Elmhurst, L.I*, New Tork. 

Gold stated that at a meeting of the American Chemical Society In 
Phlladelihia In October, 1940, be was introduced bf Carter Roodless, a 
eollsagw in the Pennsylvania Sugar Company and who is nos deceased, to 
one John Golush or Oolish. Gold immediately identified a i^otograph of 
Jacob Golos as Identical with this individual* After the above-described 
introduction Gold and Golos spent several hours in a Philadelphia 
restaiirant, during which time, according to Gold, Golos represented 
himself as having connections with sens Individuals in an unnamed foreign 
country and also as having connections with Abraham Brotbnan, idio, Golos 
said, was then turning over to him certain blusprints relating to ^ 
chemical industry. Gold contended that Oolos told him that It was 
necessary that he have a qualified chemist who could travel to Kew Tork - 
City, pick np blueprints from Brothman and thereafter evaluate them froa 
a chemist's standpoint. Gold denied that any financial arrangement 
whatsoever was entered into by himself and Oolos with respect to com- 
pensatlon for the services to he perfomed.
